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Introduction 

The  closing  of  the  Cochi tuate  Elementary  School  in  June  of  1978, 
due  to  a decline  in  town-wide  school  enrollments,  brings  an  end 
to  Wayland's  oldest  neighborhood  school. 

For  many  years  it  was  the  largest  school  in  town,  located 
in  the  middle  of  the  thickly  populated  village.  Many  innovative 
programs  which  are  now  considered  mainstays  in  our  modem 
educational  system  began  at  the  Cochi tuate  School.  The 
Cochi tuate  School  historically  was  the  cornerstone  on  which  the 
Wayland  School  System  was  built. 

Of  greater  importance,  the  Cochi tuate  School  has  been  a 
symbol  of  community  spirit  and  togetherness.  For  many  thousands 
of  students  it  was  more  of  a second  home  than  an  impersonal 
institution.  A visit  will  bring  memories  of  carefree  younger 
days. 

This  committee  wishes  to  thank  the  many  people  who 
generously  donated  their  time  to  help  us,  particularly  those 
people  who  loaned  us  their  treasured  class  pictures.  A special 
thanks  to  Ethelyn  Morrill,  Frank  Lamb,  Frank  Guarino,  Judy 
Izenberg,  Stuart  Darsch,  and  Christine  Halter  and  Robert 
Schuette  of  the  Town  Crier  Press.  Without  their  help  and 
support  this  book  would  not  have  been  possible. 

All  information  is  based  on  Town  Meeting  Reports,  School 
Committee  Reports,  and  interviews.

We  hope  that  this  book  will  bring  back  many  fond  memories 
of  the  105-year  history  of  the  Cochituate  School.

1873*1899 

Originally  Cochituate  School  was  a three-story  wooden  building, 
built  in  1873.  It  was  located  on  Main  Street — set  back  from  the 
road — behind  where  the  present  building  now  stands . The  boys 
and  girls  outhouses  were  located  to  the  rear  of  the  original 
building. 

Four  separate  schools  were  housed  in  this  six-room 
building:  the  Cochituate  First  Primary  School;  Second  Primary 
School;  Grammar  School;  and  Intermediate  School.  There  were 
thirty- five  students  attending  grades  one  through  nine.  The 
school  hours  were  9am  to  11:30am  and  1pm  to  3:45pm,  with 
students  going  home  for  liinch. 

Many  of  the  older  Cochituate  School  children  worked  after 
classes  in  the  local  shoe  factories.  Cochituate  Village  was,  in 
the  Tnid-nlneteenth  century,  a thickly  settled  industrial  center 
and  many  factories  were  in  full  operation.  Some  students  left 
school  entirely  to  help  support  their  families. 

The  School  Report  of  1886  shows  the  "Cochituate  Grade 
School  was  painted  and  greatly  improved  in  appearance,  and  is 
the  best  and  most  desirable  school  in  town." 

As  the  shoe  industry  continued  to  expand,  so  did  the 
Village  population.  In  1894  Principal  Charles  Merrick  reported 
to  the  School  Committee  that  there  were  only  six  rooms  for  the 
nine  grades  and  there  were  students  also  doing  high  school  work. 


Ruth  (Damon)  Bennett  who  attended  school  at  Cochituate  in  the 
original  wooden  building  from  1898  to  1906  remembers  that 
rattan  was  used  for  punishment  on  unruly  students,  along  with 
soap  and  water  to  wash  out  the  mouths  of  students  whose 
language  was  unacceptable.  She  also  remembers  attending  the 
Lokerville  School  for  the  fifth  grade,  as  all  Cochituate 
students  did  then,  and  the  large  pot  belly  stove  used  for  heat.

There  was  great  difficulty  "in  arranging  them  so  as  best  to 
equalize  the  work  of  the  teachers.  Scholars  of  the  seventh, 
eighth  and  ninth  year  studies  must  be  in  the  principal's  room, 
making  the  rooms  full  and  the  work  heavy  for  two  teachers . " 

In  1896  there  appeared  an  article  in  the  town  warrant  "To 
see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  add  a lot  of  land  obtained  from 
Mr.  E.B.  Loker  to  the  Cochituate  Grammar  School  house  and 
remove  the  outbuildings  to  the  western  boundary  of  lot." 

The  following  year  another  article  called  for  the  town  to 
appoint  a committee  to  investigate  the  matter  of  better 
facilities  at  Cochituate  and  at  the  same  time  spend  $100  to 
fence  in  the  school  lot. 

Cochituate  was  the  first  school  in  town  to  offer  music 
studies.  The  School  Committee  reported  in  1896  that  "Among  the 
changes  in  the  course  of  study  are  the  introduction  of  vocal 
music  under  the  supervision  of  a special  teacher,  and  the 
change  from  sloping  hand  to  the  vertical  system  of  writing." 

Two  years  later,  as  the  population  of  Cochituate  continued 
to  grow,  the  Principal  wrote  to  the  School  Committee — "At  the 
commencement  of  the  Spring  term,  we  found  the  first  grade  of 
the  Cochituate  Primary  School  overcrowded.  After  a few  weeks 
there  were  found  to  be  over  sixty  scholars,  several  more  than 
is  allowed  by  law,  and  more  than  one  teacher  could  discipline 
and  instruct  to  the  best  advantage  of  the  school.  Therefore  an 
assistant  was  employed  for  the  first  grade . "

1900*1909 

As  the  school  population  continued  to  grow  in  Cochituate,  a 
reconvmendation  for  a new  school  building  was  made  by  the  School 
Superintendent  who  advised  that  it  would  be  "unwise  to  fix  over 
the  present  building.  If  a new  building  is  to  be  erected  it 
should  be  on  a new  site  and  large  enough  to  accommodate  all  the 
pupils  from  both  Lokerville  and  Cochituate  schools." 

Lokerville  School  was  only  a one-room  building  with  a 
large  pot  belly  stove  for  heat.  Children  from  the  Cochituate 
area  attended  Lokerville  School  for  their  fifth  grade  year, 
then  returned  to  Cochituate  School  for  grades  six  through  nine. 

"The  Cochituate  School  is  rapidly  deteriorating, " the 
Superintendent  of  Schools  reported  to  the  Town  in  1907. 
"Defective  eyesight  was  L,2%  compared  to  the  Center  School's 
18.5%  because  of  the  difference  in  lighting.  The  building  will 
continue  to  deteriorate  as  long  as  the  School  Committee  pursues 
their  present  policy,  a wise  one,  of  expending  only  the  minimum 
amount  for  repairs.  The  seating  equipment  is  entirely 
inadequate.  Probably  not  more  than  50%  of  the  pupils  have  seats 
and  desks  that  are  suited  to  their  needs.  The  desks  are  ill 
fitting  and  cannot  be  ad.justed  and  the  result  is  physical 
discomfort  and  a tendency  toward  more  permanent  deformity." 

In  1909  the  Superintendent  made  his  final  plea  for  a new 
building  in  the  following  report  to  the  School  Committee.  "We 
still  hold  to  the  old  opinion  that  the  school  building  in 
Cochituate  is  wholly  unfit  for  use  or  repair,  and  it  is  hoped 
that  the  citizens  will  take  immediate  action  in  this  matter. 

The  lighting,  heating  and  ventilating  are  very  unsatisfactory 
and  do  not  conform  to  modern  standards.  The  outhouses  are 
unsanitary  and  necessitate  exposure  to  the  weather  in  order  to 
reach  them.  The  seating  in  the  building  cannot  be  adjusted  to 
the  needs  of  the  pupils.  To  conpel  boys  and  girls  to  work  for 
several  hours  a day  at  desks  too  high  or  too  low  for  them  does 
not  encourage  quiet,  effective  work,  nor  does  it  tend  to  their 
physical  well  being." 


Another  "first"  for  the  Cochituate  School  was  the  opening 
of  a public  evening  school  in  1902.  Sessions  were  held  on 
Tuesday  and  Thursday  evenings  of  each  week  from  7pm  to  8:30pm. 
The  students  furnished  their  own  pencils  and  paper,  and  paid 
for  lighting  the  building.  The  Town  supplied  books  and  the  heat. 

A medical  bulletin  issued  to  the  Wayland  school  teachers 
in  1903  stated — "Often  times  a pupil  is  accounted  dull  when  in 
reality  he  is  not;  he  is  simply  suffering  from  some  physical 
defects  such  as  poor  eyesight  or  poor  hearing  which  causes  him 
to  appear  dull.  If  simple  tests  and  examinations  were  made  even 
once  a year  and  parents  advised  as  to  what  to  do  in  case  of 
defect,  much  good  would  result."

Pupils  who  were  perfect  in  attendance  and  punctuality  for 
any  school  month  were  dismissed  one  hour  before  the  close  of 
school  on  the  afternoon  of  the  last  day  of  the  school  month. 

Many  of  today's  senior  residents  will  remember  the 
trolleys  that  ran  on  tracks  up  Main  Street  in  front  of  the 
Cochituate  School.  The  trolley  network  connected  Cochituate 
with  Natick,  Saxonville,  and  Boston.  In  1902  the  trolley  line 
was  advanced  to  Wayland  Center,  making  it  possible  for 
Cochituate  area  students  to  ride  to  the  High  School  in  the 
Center .

Mary  (Lyons)  Doran,  who  first  attended  Cochituate  School  in 
1900,  when  she  was  five  years  old,  remembers  attending  school 
in  the  original  wooden  building,  which  stood  behind  the  present 
brick  building.  "The  desks  were  bolted  to  the  floor  and 
unadjustable.  I used  to  sit  on  my  leg  to  see  over  the  top  of 
the  desks.  I developed  permanent  curvature  of  the  spine  because 
of  it.  The  school  hours  were  9am  to  4pm.  We  walked  home  for 
lunch.  In  the  winter  we  had  to  put  on  our  boots  and  coats  to  go 
to  the  outhouse  behind  the  school.  There  was  no  athletic 
equipment.  People  then  had  little  money.  Some  children  didn't 
have  shoes.  A lot  of  children  did  not  go  on  to  high  school, 
their  families  were  poor  and  they  had  to  go  to  work.  There  was 
a big  bell  the  teachers  rang  to  call  the  kids  to  school.  It 
came  from  Campbell 's  farm  in  Wayland.  "

1910-1919 

In  1910  the  Selectmen,  School  Committee  and  Town  Treasurer  were 
given  authority  by  a vote  of  Town  Meeting  to  constitute  a 
committee  to  erect  a schoolhouse  in  Cochi tuate  Village . The 
committeemen  were  T.  Mahoney,  Edmund  Sears,  RufUs  Curlew, 

Philip  Ide,  Frank  Cooper,  Harry  Carson,  and  Frank  Yeager.  They 
were  given  full  power  to  select  a location,  purchase  the  land, 
make  all  necessary  contracts,  sell  the  existing  buildings  and 
land  in  Cochituate  and  Lokerville,  and  do  all  necessary  things 
to  complete,  furnish,  and  equip  the  building.  They  were  to  do 
all  of  this  provided  that  the  building  complete  would  not  cost 
over  thirty  thousand  dollars.  The  Committee,  after  careful 
inquiry,  engaged  the  Boston  architectural  firm  of  Adden  and 
Parker.  The  main  contract  for  construction  was  awarded  to 
Hopgood,  Frost  and  Co.  of  Wellesley. 

The  three-story  brick  building  facing  Main  Street  was 
completed,  furnished,  and  landscaped  in  the  spring  of  1911.  The 
School  Report  of  that  year  states — "To  do  all  of  this  it  has 
been  necessary  to  overdraw  our  account  to  the  amount  of  $74.74.' 

An  interesting  comment  about  the  attitude  of  the  Wayland 
townspeople  is  contained  in  the  following  excerpt  from  the  1916 
School  Committee  Report — "Your  Coimnlttee  feels  that  the  growth 
and  improvement  in  the  Wayland  Schools  the  last  five  years  is 
not  fully  appreciated.  We  recommend  that  everyone  read  the 
reports  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Principal  of 
the  High  School.  It  will  be  seen  thereby  that  the  Wayland 
Schools  are  giving  more  efficient  service  each  year  and  are 
capable  now  of  giving  any  boy  or  girl  as  good  a primary  and 
high  school  education  as  can  be  given  in  any  school  anywhere." 

The  1913  enrollment  at  the  Cochituate  School  was  181 
pupils.  The  length  of  the  school  day  remained  the  same,  except 
the  students  were  now  given  25  minutes  daily  for  recess  and 
physical  culture. 

The  salary  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  who  also 
served  several  other  towns,  was  $833.32  per  year. 

An  example  of  purchasing  power  in  1916  is  shown  in  the 
following  detailed  account  of  the  Sewing  Department  budget  for 
the  Cochituate  School.  "One  year  ago  the  Cochituate  Sewing 
Department  had  a balance  of  $30.97.  One  sewing  machine  and 
three  cutting  tables  were  purchased.

A change  in  grading  arrangements  was  made  in  1918  as  is 
evident  by  the  following  (rather  confusing)  report  by  the 
Superintendent:  "Last  year  we  changed  our  system  of  grading 
from  the  nine  grade  to  an  eight  grade  system.  I am  pleased  to 
report  that  this  change  is  working  to  the  advantage  of  the 
Wayland  Center  School  children.  As  the  sub-primary  room  at 
Cochituate  took  the  place  of  the  former  first  grade,  and  rather 
more  since  the  age  of  admission  is  lower,  the  change  to  the 
Cochituate  children,  while  of  less  value  than  to  those  of  the 
other  school,  brings  no  disadvantages,  but  gives  a few  months 
of  kindergarten  training. 

Marjorie  Lareau,  both  a former  student  and  teaoheT,  remembers 
the  dark  brown  woodwork,  and  ths  "awful"  oiled  floors  in  the 
school.

1920*1929 

The  first  Parent  Teachers  Association  was  organized  at 
Cochituate  School  in  1920  "...with  a will  to  making  more 
intimate  the  relationships  between  parents  and  teachers  and 
arousing  the  interest  of  the  community  in  the  school." 

"Electric  light  fixtures  were  installed  in  the  Cochituate 
School  principally  by  the  efforts  of  the  school  children  who 
raised  most  of  the  necessary  money,  supplemented  by  private 
subscriptions."  The  School  Report  of  1920  further  stated — "The 
sidewalk  for  the  School  could  not  be  built  because  the  town  did 
not  receive  a bid  for  $500  or  less." 

By  the  year  1924  enrollments  at  Cochituate  School  had 
continued  to  increase  and  a new  addition  was  necessary.  Two 
rooms  were  added  to  the  rear  of  the  building  on  the  Bradford 
Street  side. 

Another  problem  which  confronted  the  School  Committee  was 
that  of  providing  a no-school  signal  in  order  that  schools 
might  be  closed  on  extremely  stormy  days.  Arrangements  were 
made  with  the  Methodist  Church  to  ring  the  bells  at  8:15am  for 
a period  of  two  minutes  as  a signal  that  there  would  be  no 
school.  This  applied  only  to  the  Cochituate  School  children. 

In  1927  the  Superintendent  reported  to  the  School 
Committee — "The  outside  woodwork  at  the  Cochituate  School 
should  be  painted.  The  walls,  ceilings  and  woodwork  in  the 
rooms  of  the  original  building  need  re-dressing.  The  building 
has  been  in  use  for  nearly  seventeen  years.  Rooms  have  not  been 
renovated  during  this  time.  The  shades  have  been  in  service  for 
seventeen  years  without  a single  renewal.  They  are  very  tender. 
It  is  probable  that  all  of  those  in  the  front  of  the  building 
must  be  replaced. 

Kindergarten,  or  sub-primary  classes,  which  had  been  in 
operation  at  the  Cochituate  School  since  the  early  1900s,  was 
discontinued  in  this  decade  due  to  lack  of  classroom  space. 


John  E.  MaEnroy,  who  attended  Cochituate  School  in  the  1920s, 
r’emembevs  the  principal.

1930*1939 

In  the  early  1930s  two  new  programs  were  implemented  at 
Cochltuate  School.  Dental  service  started  through  the  efforts 
of  the  District  Nursing  Association.  Physical  Education  was 
given  at  the  school  through  the  services  of  Wellesley  College. 
Graduate  students  conducted  the  program— free  of  charge— to 
gain  teaching  experience. 

Town  Meeting,  feeling  the  financial  crunch  of  the  times, 
cut  the  school  budget  and  reduced  teachers'  salaries  in  1934. 

At  that  time  there  were  306  pupils  at  the  Cochitxjate  School  in 
grades  one  through  eight. 

Although  the  townspeople  were  still  feeling  the  effects  of 
the  Depression,  drainage  problems  at  the  Cochltuate  School  were 
becoming  severe.  The  Superintendent,  aware  of  the  financial 
burdens  already  carried  by  the  townspeople,  requested 
"iii5)rovement  of  the  grounds  in  the  near  future  to  insure  the 
basement  from  the  constant  menace  of  being  flooded." 

The  School  Committee  acted  to  correct  the  drainage  problem 
three  years  later,  and  also  at  that  time  installed  a new  septic 
system.  However,  there  were  still  more  problems.  In  1939  the 
Superintendent  reported  "the  lighting  and  wiring  needed 
updating.  New  fixtures  and  a check  of  the  present  wiring  is 
needed  to  have  adequate  lighting  in  each  room.  As  this  effects 
the  individual  child's  health,  it  should  be  changed  at  the 
first  opportunity." 

The  Cochltuate  School  was  again  crowded  beyond  capacity  in 
193V.  A total  of  311  students  were  enrolled  while  the  school 
capacity  was  280.  Individual  classrooms  housed  between  37  and 
43  pupils. 


David  K.  Allen,  who  attended  Cochituate  School  from  1928  to 
19S6,  vemembers  Mrs.  Campbell  as  the  hardest  disciplinarian  and 
Miss  Holmes  as  the  prettiest  teacher. 

Marie  Weeks  Maley  remembers  Doris  Currier,  fifth  grade  teacher 
at  Cochituate  School  from  1933  to  1980.  "In  the  fifth  grade  we 
remember  Miss  Currier  who,  although  she  made  us  behave,  had  a 
very  sweet  disposition  and  lovely  smile,  and  we  all  fell  in 
love  with  her.  We  remember  marching  around  the  room  to  the  beat 
of  John  Philip  Sousa's  music  and  it  was  a happy  year.  Miss 
Currier  always  took  the  time  to  talk  to  each  and  every  child, 
and  we  will  always  remember  her  for  this  and  her  good  nature. "

1940*1949 

Renovations  were  completed  at  the  Coohituate  School  in  1940 
with  the  opening  in  February  of  a new  classroom  in  the  basement. 
Pupils  in  the  first  four  grades  who  needed  special  help  in 
their  work  were  sent  to  this  room.  Five  years  later,  Principal 
Mary  Kerr  reported  an  even  greater  emphasis  was  being  placed  on 
the  students  who  needed  special  help.  "In  order  to  adequately 
care  for  the  needs  of  the  slow  learner  a remedial  clinic  was 
started  this  year  at  Cochi tuate  School.  Pupils  in  the  lower 
grades  with  correctable  reading  problems  are  given  special 
instruction  in  this  clinic.  A reading  library  has  also  been  set 
up  in  conjunction  with  the  clinic  room  and  to  date  is  proving 
most  effective." 

The  Cochituate  Garden  Club  assisted  in  landscaping  the 
north  and  south  sides  of  the  school  building  in  1946. 

In  194V  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  recommended 
transferring  grades  seven  and  eight  to  the  Junior  High  School 
in  Wayland  Center,  thus  providing  eight  regular  classrooms  for 
grades  one  through  six  at  the  Coohituate  School  building. 

The  replacement  of  classroom  furnitiire  followed  a plan 
established  in  1944  as  reported  to  the  School  Committee — "The 
School  Department  installed  modern  tubular  steel  table-desk  and 
chair  units  in  the  first  grade  at  the  Cochituate  School.  This 
furniture  is  of  the  movable  type,  allowing  for  full  utilisation 
of  classroom  space  in  conducting  all  curricular  activities 
involving  art,  music,  project  work,  dramatization,  health  and 
physical  education." 

The  Superintendent  recommended  the  addition  of  a municipal 
auditorium/ gymnasium  combination  to  the  structure.  Cafeteria 
facilities  would  be  included,  and  extra  classrooms  as  growth  in 
population  continued.  Town  Meeting  approved  the  addition  in 
1948.  It  was  built  at  the  rear  of  the  building  and  contained 
two  floors  of  classrooms,  a kitchen/cafeteria  combination,  and 
a gymnasi\m/auditorium.  The  addition  was  completed  in  1949  and 
the  Superintendent  reported  "The  new  classrooms  in  the 
Cochituate  School  are  of  the  most  modern,  functional  design  and 
are  exceptionally  well  lighted  and  ventilated  providing  a most 
healthful  educational  environment.  The  cafeteria  seats  150 
students . "

Enterprising  students  at  the  Coohituate  School  published  a 
school  newspaper  in  1949 — the  Co-Chit-Chat.  It  contained  news 
of  after  school  activities,  academic  achievement,  sports  events 
and  editorials.  In  its  final  edition  on  Jxme  10,  1949,  it 
printed  the  following  tribute  to  Miss  Kerr,  the  principal: 

"In  the  year  1920  the  Cochituate  School  had  a new 
principal,  a kind  and  gracious  lady  destined  to  guide 
and  mold  the  lives  of  the  Coohituate  boys  and  girls 
for  the  next  twenty-nine  years.  During  that  time  she 
has  not  only  seen  the  town  grow  and  change  but  she 
has  been  a part  of  the  living  history  of  Cochituate. 
More  than  that  in  the  words  of  Mr.  Benedict,  the 
former  Superintendent  of  Schools,  'She  has  been  a 
second  mother  to  the  town. ' 

"Many  of  her  pupils  have  moved  away,  some  have 
gone  to  a hero's  reward.  Others  living  in  Cochituate 
can  tell  of  the  happy  hours  in  Miss  Kerr's  room.  The 
lessons  they  learned  and  the  example  they  received 
from  Miss  Kerr  have  been  remembered  and  cherished.

1950-1959 

During  the  early  1950s  Wayland's  two  elementary  schools, 

Cochi tuate  and  Center,  were  seriously  overcrowded  and  land  for 
future  school  building  sites  was  being  sought  by  town  officials. 

There  was  also  a nationwide  shortage  of  teachers  brought 
about  by  sharp  increases  in  enrollments,  particularly  in  the 
elementary  schools.  Wayland's  Superintendent  stated  that 
"...unless  the  economic  lot  of  teachers  can  be  steadily 
improved  there  will  be  only  a dim  hope  that  our  children  will 
receive  the  quality  of  education  to  which  they  are  entitled." 

The  report  of  1953  states — "Thirteen  classes  in  grades  one 
to  five  are  located  in  the  Cochi tuate  School.  The  thirteenth 
classroom  is  made  possible  by  using  the  conference  room. 
Improvements  were  made  at  the  Cochituate  School,  including 
replacement  of  all  shades  in  the  eight  rooms  of  the  old  wing. 

The  auditorium  shades  were  re-hung  and  plywood  shields  were 
installed  to  prevent  light  seepage  around  the  windows  making  it 
possible  to  completely  darken  the  auditorium  during  the  day  for 
film  programs."  Sixth  grade  students  attended  the  Wayland 
Junior  High  School  due  to  lack  of  space  in  the  grammar  schools. 

In  September  of  1954  the  Happy  Hollow  School  began 


operation  as  an  afternoon  session  of  the  Cochituate  School. 

Nine  of  its  twelve  teachers  transferred  from  the  Cochituate  and 
Center  Schools. 

For  the  first  time,  in  1955,  Wayland  appointed  its  own 
full-time  Superintendent  of  Schools.  Until  the  appointment  of 
Edward  J.  Anderson,  Wayland  had  shared  the  services  of  its 
School  Superintendent  with  other  surrounding  towns . 

Despite  the  opening  of  Happy  Hollow  School  the  previous 
year,  the  Cochituate  School  was  still  overcrowded  in  1956.  A 
co-teacher  program  was  used  that  year  because  of  the  shortage 
of  classroom  space.  Two  teachers  worked  in  each  classroom  and 
all  of  the  rooms  contained  at  least  40  pupils  in  order  to  avoid 
half-day  sessions. 

Claypit  Hill  and  Loker  Schools  first  received  pupils  in 
September  of  1957.  In  1958  the  School  Committee  reported — "For 
the  first  time  in  several  years  adequate  classroom  facilities 
are  available  for  all  students." 

Total  school  enrollments  had  increased  by  over  55^  from 
1956  to  1959.

^altev  Doucette^  a teacher  from  1951  to  1956  and  the  pr'CnoipaZ 
from  1956  to  1962,  says  "I  remember  especially  Jane  Campbell's 
indignant  letter  to  the  Town  Crier  after  the  School  Committee 
presented  her  with  a pot  of  African  violets  to  commemorate  her 
40  years  of  service. " He  went  on  to  say,  "until  1954  the 
principal  taught  full-day  classes  four  days  a week.  A sixth 
grade  student  sat  in  the  office  to  answer  the  telephone  and 
take  messages.  Most  disruptive  youngsters^  were  isolated  in  the 
coatrooms  adjacent  to  each  classroom.  This  rarely  worked 
because  they  would  help  themselves  to  other  children's  lunches 
that  were  kept  there.  The  faculty  at  the  Cochituate  School  has 
always  been  a close-knit,  supportive  group  which  complemented 
the  stable  population  served  by  the  School.  "

1960-1969 


Wayland's  new  High  School  opened  in  1960.  The  former  High 
School  building  in  Wayland  Center  became  the  Junior  High  School. 

Frank  Guarino  was  appointed  principal  of  the  Cochituate 
School  in  1962,  after  teaching  there  since  1955. 

As  enrollments  continued  their  upward  climb,  additional 
classrooms  were  again  needed  to  accommodate  the  students.  In 
order  to  provide  two  extra  classrooms,  folding  doors  'were 
installed  in  the  cafeteria  in  1962.  With  the  doors  closed,  two 
first  grades  were  taught  in  the  cafeteria  area.  During  lunch 
periods  the  first  grades  had  recess,  and  then  went  either  to 
gym,  art  or  music  so  the  rest  of  the  school  could  use  the 
cafeteria. 

The  Cochituate  School  P.T.A.,  which  had  been  paying  for 
its  own  school  library  aide,  went  to  the  School  Department  in 
1961  with  a request  that  the  School  Committee  take  over  payment 
of  the  aide's  salary.  After  a lengthy  debate,  the  School 
Committee  finally  agreed.  The  following  year  the  School 
Department  hired  library  aides  for  all  of  the  elementary 
schools. 

In  the  summer  of  1963  the  original  school  office,  on  the 
top  floor  facing  Main  Street,  and  two  adjoining  coat  rooms, 
were  opened  up  in  order  to  provide  space  for  a new  centralized 
school  library. 

In  1963  the  Cochituate  School  P.T.A.  began  its  own 
kindergarten  program  since  the  town  did  not  as  yet  have  public 
school  kindergartens.  Principal  Frank  Guarino  authored  an 
article  about  the  important  role  played  by  the  P.T.A.  in 
initiating  kindergarten  in  Wayland.  It  was  published  in  the 
Massachusetts  Elementary  School  Principals ' Association  Summer 
Bulletin  in  1964.  An  excerpt  appears  below: 

"...all  parents  of  children  not  enrolled  in  one  of  the 
private  kindergartens  were  contacted  by  the  P.T.A. 
President,  and  given  an  opportunity  to  enter  their 
child  in  the  Cochituate  P.T.A.  Kindergarten.  Cost  was 
not  to  be  a factor  in  excluding  any  child.  Car  pools 
were  formed,  mothers'  helpers  were  recruited,  funds 
were  raised  and  a few  people  e.xpended  a great  deal  of 
time  and  energy.  As  a result,  a kindergarten  class  of 
twenty-two  pupils  was  held  in  a classroom  donated  by 
one  of  the  local  churches . " 


Cochituate  School  opened  in  September  of  1965  with  342 
pupils  enrolled,  again  well  over  the  280  student  capacity.  In 
order  to  evenly  distribute  the  student  population,  the  town 
redistricted  the  four  elementary  schools,  sending  64  of  the 
School's  students  from  the  Main  Street,  Doran  Road,  and 
Bayfield  Road  areas  to  the  Happy  Hollow  School. 

A new  roof  was  put  on  the  school  building  in  1967  and  the 
playground  area  was  greatly  improved  through  the  joint  efforts 
of  the  school  P.T.A.  and  the  Park  and  Recreation  Department. 

Kathy  Kelson,  a student  at  the  Cochituate  School  from  1965  to 
1971,  remembers  class  trips  into  Boston  to  see  the  swan  boats 
and  the  Boston  Public  Gardens.  She  also  recalls  Miss  Anderson, 
one  of  her  teachers,  who  would  put  the  lights  out  in  the 
classroom  when  she  wanted  silence. 

Judi  Allen,  who  attended  the  Cochituate  School  from  1965  to 
1971,  remembers  her  fifth  grade  trips  to  Sturbridge  Village  and 
Camp  Grotonwood.

1970*1978 

Public  kindergarten  classes  began  town-vn.de  in  1970.  Cochituate 
children  went  to  the  Methodist  Church  for  their  classes  until 
1972.  When  the  new  Junior  High  School  was  completed, 
kindergarten  classes  were  held  in  the  old  Junior  High  School  in 
Wayland  Center. 

The  School  Building  Committee  in  1973  requested  $45,000  be 
spent  to  upgrade  lighting,  meet  critical  maintenance  needs,  and 
paint  portions  of  the  school. 

Cochituate  School  had  another  first  among  the  elementary 
schools — the  formation  of  its  own  Student  Council.  Students, 
representing  each  classroom,  planned  activities  and  sponsored 
events  for  the  entire  student  body.  They  held  hobby  shows,  '50s 
dress-up  days,  talent  shows  and  snow  sculpture  contests,  as 
well  as  book  drives  for  local  hospitals. 

A Parent  Council  was  formed  in  1975  in  response  to  strong 
resistance  registered  by  the  townspeople  to  the  School 
Committee's  proposed  rotation  of  the  four  elementary  school 
principals.  Representatives  from  each  school  meet  regularly 
with  the  School  Committee  to  discuss  topics  of  concern  and 
interest  at  their  schools. 

In  1976,  our  nation's  Bicentennial  year,  the  Cochituate 
School  children  worked  together  to  construct  a large  float  for 
the  town's  Bicentennial  Home  Days  Parade.  Costumes  and  scenery 
from  the  sixth  grade  play.  Tall  Tom  Jefferson^  as  well  as 
plants,  were  used  to  decorate  the  float.  The  float  won  an 
"honorable  mention"  award. 

During  1975  and  1976  many  meetings  were  held  with  the 
School  Committee  and  the  School  Superintendent  to  discuss  the 
June  1978  closing  of  the  Cochituate  School.  A citizen's 
petition  with  over  900  signatures  was  presented  to  the  School 
Committee  urging  an  extension  of  the  closing  date.  Emotions  ran 
high  as  concerned  parents  and  tovmspeople  questioned  the  wisdom 
of  the  School  Committee's  decision  to  close  the  school  because 
of  declining  enrollments.  Financial  benefits  were  weighed 
against  the  values  of  a neighborhood  school.  A special  study 
group  was  formed  and  reported  to  the  School  Committee  that 
enrollments  had  indeed  declined  and  were  projected  to  continue 
to  fall. 

And  so,  the  Cochituate  School,  which  began  as  the  largest 
school  in  the  Town  of  Wayland,  is  at  its  closing  the  smallest. 
But  it  will  remain  large  in  the  memories  of  the  thousands  of 
students  it  embraced  during  its  105-year  history.

The  Cochi tuate  School  P.T.O.  has  provided  many  cultural 
enrichment  programs  for  the  school  children,  including  the 
artist- in-residence  program  pictured  at  right.  Also  included 
have  been  the  Cranberry  Puppets,  the  Learning  Guild,  the 
Emerson  College  Strolling  Players,  and  various  other 
entertaining  and  educational  programs. 

The  mini-course  program,  under  the  direction  of  the  P.T.O. , 
gave  children  the  opportunity  to  learn  cooking,  sewing, 
gymnastics,  and  crafts  after  school. 

Besides  subsidizing  class  field  trips  and  donating  funds 
for  the  Wayland  Jaws  of  Life,  the  P.T.O.  has  also  bought 
equipment  for  the  school,  including  the  playground  equipment, 
the  display  case,  laminating  machine,  and  slide  maker.

^Coohituate  School  has  reflected  Frank's  philosophy  towards 
children,  his  sensitivity  to  their  social,  emotional  and 
educational  needs  and  his  recognition  of  each  child  s 
individuality.  The  atmosphere  has  been  warm  and  informal,  y 

with  an  underlying  sense  of  discipline.  _ 

Frank  enjoys  and  respects  the  Cochituate  community.  He  has 
always  actively  supported  the  P.T.O.  and  through  this  group, 
under  Frank's  direction,  Cochituate  has  led  the  way  in  several 
directions.  For  example,  the  Cochituate  School  library  t e 
first  such  school  library  in  town — was  the  product  of  such 
efforts,  as  was  the  first  Cochituate  School  Kindergarten, 
directed  by  Frank  and  funded  by  the  P.T.O. 

Frank,  later,  after  a year's  sabbatical  study  in  early 
childhood  education,  spearheaded  the  kindergarten  screening 
procedure  now  used  town-wide. 

Alias  "fir.  Fix-it,"  he  has  been  known  to  repair  audio- 
visual  equipment  and  to  raise  a voice  to  find  tape  recorder 
cords,  plugs,  and  numerous  pieces  that  are  misplaced.  This 
concern  with  equipment  isn't  new.  For  years  he  encouragedboth 
P.T.O.  and  school  budget  expenditures  to  insure  that  Cochituate 
had  as  fine  equipment  as  any  school  in  Massachusetts.
